and worse.'

T h e y 
know 
there never was a tiiie when the farm- 
t h 
ers of this country, y h o stay at home 
when 
their work 
c i l s 
them to 
stay 
i there and' attend 
to^it, who read and 
think and work, a n d ^ e e p up wich the 
t i m e s — a n d when on^product l;ecomes 
unprofitable 
from too great competi- 
tion, try something ,else—when 
such 
farmers were more profeperous than they 
are to-day. 
Look at the thousands of 
magnificent farm houses in this coun- 
try, and consider that hundreds are be- 
ing added to them yearly, and 
then 
ask yourself if these are evidences 
o f 
lack of prosperity on the part of the 
farmers. 
Why, there are thousands of 
barns in the country which are better 
than the houses on the same fariiis a 
quarter of a century ago. 
And if you 
will go into the houses you will 
find 
better carpets, better - furniture, more 
literature^ morp culture? more refine- 
m e n t — m o r e everything that makes life 
worth living. 


<<There are farmers in debt, you say. 
Yes, some of them in debt for some of 
these yeiy improvemenis, but they are 
paying off the debts. 
'Prices of tarm 
products are low.' 
Yes, but so are the 
prices of what the farmer buys. 
These 
people who think 
in their mission to 
make the farmer feel as miserable as 
as they can seem to forget that he has 
has no house rent to pay, that his table 
is supplied with nearly everything need- 
ed, without the expenditure ot a dollar. 
Prices to-day, for instance, of wheat, 
oats, corn, potatoes and dairy products, 
to say nothing of the scores of smaller 
products 
the 
farmer has to sell, are 
good. 
T h e farmer is a trifle too much 
inclined to talk about the 1 4 cent po- 
tatoes of last spring rather than the 50 
cent potatoes and 85 cent wheat of to- 
day. 
A n d his would-be guardians take 
great pleasure in keeping the dark side 
turned out at all times. 


" B u t what we started to call atten- 
tion t.o was the awful lying done about 
farm mortgages. 
A recent addition to 
the force of bars has been found in the 
Banker's Magazine, and its falsehoods

the farmers with 
these 
frightful pictures of what their brothers 
«out west' owe 
to the money 
lender, 
have put Illinois down for ^600,000,-' 
000 of farm mortgages. 
'J'he truth is 
exactly 
^125,933,098 
in that 
State, 
outside of 
Chicago, loaned 
in 
bond 
and mortgage, only one-fifth of the as- 
sessed valuation, and that is probably 
a 
fair average in the western 
states. 
A n d 
many of these mortgages repre- 
sent capital profitably 
employed. 
A 
farmer who has his farm paid for fre- 
quently borrows money on a mortgage ^ 
lo 
put into 
bank or manufactory• or , 
other business enterprise. 
H e borrows { 


^ at 6 per cent, in the hopes of making 
j 10 or 12 per cent, so that not all of the 
mortgages represent actual debt. 


" F a r m i n g does not pay quite as well, 
perhaps, as it did five or ten years ago 
— w e should like some one to mention 
the business that does—but it is paying 
as well to-day as other lines of indus- 
try generally. 
T h e farmers' interests 
should be carefully prelected, because 
agriculture it is not wise for farmers to 
be 
taught .that acts of assembly 
will 
take the place of business foresight, in- 
dustry, prudence, economy, the power 
to adapt oneself to changing 
markets 
and conditions. 
T h e business man is 
compelled to keep up with the times in 
his stock, the attractiveness of his store 
and his prices, or some one else, more 
enterprising, will take his trade. 
The 
farmer is subject to the same law, and 
to no other. 
We think those who try 
tp leach him otherwise are his enemies 
not his true friends."

SELECTIXG DAIKY COWS.

WHT THE HENS DOS~T LAT. 


The Farm and Garden says the time is 


no^ far distant when farmers and poultry 
breeders will wonder why hens don't 
lav. If ther have one breed, then that 
particular breed will be blamed and 
another one tried, only to find the same 
existing 
coaditioas 'of management. 


>Tow is the time to make such arrange- 
ments as will go far toward insuring a 
liberal supply of fresh eggs during the 
winter, when eggs are scarce and high- 
The first step toward this is to see that 
Tour poultry house is not only clean aad 
free from dampness, but that it is made 
tight—wind and rain proof—and that 
proper precautions are observed for ven- 
tilation. 
One of the very best things to 


make the house storm-tight is tarred felt- 
ing, which is also obnoxious to lice and 
mkes, though fc more substantial outside- 
covering can be made by first painting 
the building thoroughly, and then be- j 
fore the paint dries, putting coarse, close- j 
woven bagging or canvas over the whole, 
tacking it" well in place. 
The bagging 


can be.treated to two or three coats of 
good rubber paint and the thing is done. 
A warm, comfortable house goes far 
toward insuring winter eggs, and when 
to this be added, in the start, good, 
earlv hatched and vigorous birds and 
plenty of suitable food, there need be no 
reason for asking why the hens don't 
lav. 
Thev naturally will not furnish 


as" liberal a supply in winter as ia sum- 
mer, but they will furnish none at all if 
left to shift for themselves.

If they are soaked vrith 
water, a littie mouldy, or full of tiny 
black spots it is useless to save them.

SAWDUST AS BEDBEsG FOX COWS. 


Milch cows require warm stabling 


through the winter and complete protec- 
tion from storms and cold winds to pre- 
vent them from rapidly shrinking in 
their milk. 
After a cow has eaten her 


feed either in the morning or at aight, 
she feels comfortable and wants to lie 
down. As milch cows should be kept up 
in this wav while the weather is cold, it 
is very important 'that they should have 
plenty of bedding to cover the stable 
floor and keep them clean. For this pur- 
pose, says a writer in the >«ew York 
WorW, "I don't know of anythiag better 
thaa sawdust, wherever it can be had 
for the hauling from the mill or at a cheap 
price per load. A good thick coating of 
it in a cow's stall will last a good many 
davs if the manure dropped oa it is re- 
moved early in the morning or before it 
has beea tracked around much. Dry 
sawdust not only makes a soft bed for 
the cow, bat is also an excellent absorb- 
ant of liquids. By removing the small 
portions defiled every day and supplyiag 
their place with new. a load of, sawdust 
may be made to last quite- a' long time.

WHY THK HENS DON'T LAY. 


The Farm and Garden says the time is 
not far distant when farmers and poultry 
breeders will wonder why hens don't 
lay. 
If they liave one breed, then that 
particular breed will 
be blamed and 
another one tried, only to find the same 
existing 
conditions 
of 
management. 
Now is the time to make such arrange- 
ments as will go far toward insuring a 
liberal supply of fresh eggs during the 
winter, when eggs are scarce and high. 
The first step toward this is to see that 
your poultry house is not only clean and 
free from dampness, but that it is made 
tight—wind and rain proof—and that 
proper precautions are observed for ven- 
tilation. 
One of the very best things to 
make the house storm-tight is tarred felt- 
ing, which is also obnoxious to lice and 
mftes, though fc more sul)3tantial outsidd 
covering can be made by first painting 
the building thoroughly, and then be- 
fore the paint dries, putting coarse, close- 
woven bagging or canvas over the whole, 
tacking it well in place. 
The bagging 
can be treated to two or three coats of 
good rubber paint and the thing is done. 
A. warm, comfortable house goes 
far 
toward insuring winter eggs, and when 
to this be added, in the start, good, 
early hatched and vigorous birds 
and 
plenty of suitable food, there need be no 
reason for asking why the hens don't 
lay. 
They naturally will not 
furnish 
as liberal a supply in winter as in sum- 
mer, but they will furnish none at all if 
left to shift for themselves. 


Urged by the wet should be rejected» 
Those that have damp moulds or blacki 
decaying spots on their under side should 
likewise be pulled 
off and destroyed. 
Shriveled pods are also unsuitable. 
It 
the pod appears all right outside the seed 
inside is generally good; but after a long 
wet spell of weather the seeds in perfect 
pcds are sometimes worthless. 
So much 
moisture has been absorbed by the pc^s 
that the seeds become bloated and in- 
fertile. 
When the water evaporates they 
will either shrivel up or begin to decay. 
Such a season as this every pod should 
be burst opec on one end and the seeds 
inside inspected. If they are soaked with 
water, a little mouldy, or full of tiny 
black spots it is useless to save them. 
Accept only those that 
are perfectly 
sound. 
It usually takes two or three 
years to recover from the eiTects of one 
bad season for seed j^roduction, for a 
good deal of poor seed will be put on 
the market the following spring. 
Too 
much carefulness in this direction cannot 
be taken; not simply by the gardeners, 
but by the seed growers as well. 
Seed 
may be scarce and dear next «pring; but 
that is all the more reason why only the 
best should be purchased.—jPbm and 
Qarden.

SAWDUST AS BJiiDDING FOR COWS. 


Milch cows require 
warm 
stabling 
through the winter and complete protec- 
tion from storms and cold winds to pre- 
vent 
them from rapidly shrinking 
in 
their milk. 
After a cow has eaten her 
feed either in the morning or at night, 
shQ feels comfortable and wants to lie 
down. As milch cows should be kept up 
in this way while the weather is cold, it 
is very important that they should have 
plenty of bedding to cover the stable 
floor and keep them clean. For this pur- 
pose, s^ys a writer in the .New York 
World, " I tion't know of anything better 
than sawdust, wherever it can be had 
for the hauling from the mill or at a cheap 
price per load. 
A good thick coating of 
it in a cow's stall will hist a good many 
days if the manure dropped on it is re- 
moved eariy in the morning or before it 
has been tracked aroynd much. 
Dr.y 
sawdust not only makes a 90ft bed for 
the cow, but is also an excellent absorb- 
ant of liquids. 
By removing the small 
portions defiled evbry day and supplying 
their place with new, a load of. sawdust 
may be made to last -^uite- a* long time. 
It does not becpine foul aud soiled as 
easily as straw, and where if- is used the 
udder does not need washing hj fre- 
1 nuently, but can be kept 'clean with a 
coarse brush. 
The 
sawdust 
that 
is 
thro'wn out on the manure heap soon be- 
comes a good fertilizeip,. and it will also 
help to loosen up a hard clay soil. 
If I 
had straw in great plenty that I wanted 
to make into manure, I might use it for 
the cow stable instead of sawdust, but I 
think the animals can be kept cleaner 


and with less work on the latjLer,"

TAKIN6 CARK OF SEEDS. 


The excessive moisture of the summer 
did considerable mischief in connection 
with seed production, 
A great deal of 
the seed will prove infertile if collected, 
and one should be very careiul in select- 
in»', either for home use or forthe niurket, 
the seeds of 
flowers,'fruits 
or grains. 
Excessive wet or drought are the two 
chief difiiculties to be encountered in 
seed growing; but fortunately for 
the 
ordinary farmer and gardener he does not 
have to make his own collection of seeds. 
BelialMe seedsmen can be found now, 
where the best seeds can be procured. 
Still, every cultivator of the soil saves a 
few seeds of 
some choice variety 
of 
plants, and others depend upon their own 
seeds for neariy all of their crops. 
It 
should 
reiiiembered by tjiose that it 


t a k e s a long summer to enable most plants 
to perfectnheir seed crop, and a short 
summer of inclement weather M*ill often 
make all the labor involved aboitive.

week ,or two of very wet -weather will 
rob most seeds of their fertility and make 
them unlit for planting.

food for breeding sows, and some beets 
should always be saved for that purpose. 


The object of caponizing fowls is to 
improve the quality and increase

quantity of the 
fiesh. 
Poultrymen, and 
especially farmers, have the 
impression 
that it is a Very difficult. operation to 
caponize a fowl, fraught with all sorts 
of danger to the life of the bird, and can 
only be performed by a skillful expert. 
This is a wrong impression. 


The ''why" for not disturbing 
milk 
while the cream is rising, is a very sim- 
ple one. 
The cooling of the milk causes 
currents in the fluid, the end of which 
is to deposit fats at the surface.

Congressional (Bills. 


Representative Maish, of this dis- 


trict has introduced into the House 
the bill which had been previously of- 
fered in the Senate by Senator Quay, 
providing for reimbursement for loss- 
es caused by border raids during the 
late war. 


Mr. Maish also wants the Constitu- 


tion amendsd so as to provide for a 
direct vote of the people for president 
and vice-president of the United States. 
The electoral vote of a state is to be 
the same as now, but he provides that 
instead of the electoral vote all being 
cast for the candidate having the ma- 
jority of all the votes in a state, it 
shall be divided according to the num- 
ber of votes cast for the candidate of 
each party. 


Another bill introduced by him pro- 


vides for a discontinuance of the coin- 
age of three cent pieces, and another 
oue provides for the appointment of 
General D. McM. Gregg, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who commanded a cavalry Di- 
vision in the battle of Gettysburg, as 
a member of the National Home of 
Disabled Volunteers in place of the 
late General Hartranft. 


Representative MeCormick has in- 


troduced a bill creating a new federal 
judicial district in Pennsylvania, to be 
called the Middle District. It also 
provides for a circuit and district 
court, the district to consist of Lack— 
awanna, Wyoming, Bradford, Tioga, 
Union, Snydtr, Mifflin, Juniata, Nor- 
thumberland, Montour, Columbia, 
Ijuzerne, Sullivan, Dauphin, Hunting- 
don, Perry, Fuiton, Franklin, Adams, 
York.

The Proper Amount of Sleep. 


Insomnia is rightly regarded as one of > 


the marks of an overwrought or -worried | 
nervous system, and conversely we may 
take it that sound sleep lasting for a 
reasonable period, say, from six to nine 
hours in the case of adults, is a fair test 
of nervous competence. 
Various acci- 


dental causes may temporarily interfere 
with sleep in the healthy; but still the 
rule holds good, and a normal brain re- 
veals its condition by obedience.to this 
dailv rhvthmic variation. Custom can 
do much to contract one's natural term of 
sleep, a fact of which we are constantly 
reminded in these days of'-high pressure; 
but the process is too artificial to be 
freelv employed. Laborious days with 
scanty intervals of" rest go far to secure 
all the needful conditions of insomnia. 
In allotting hours of sleep it is impossi- 
ble to adopt any maxim or uniform cus- 
tom. The due allowance varies with the 
indvidual. Age, constitution, sex.fatigue, 
exercise, each has its share of influence. 
Young persons and hard workers naturally 
need and should have more sleep than 
those who neither grow nor labor. Wo- 
men have by common consent been as- 
siffned a longer period of rest than men, 
and this arrangement, in the event of 
their doing hard work, is in strict accord 
with their generally lighter physical con- 
struction and recurrent infirmities. Abso- 
lute rule there is none, and it is of little 
moment to fix an exact average allowance 
provided the recurrence of sleep be regu- 
lar and its amount sufficient _ for the 
needs of a given person, so that fatigue 
does not result in such nerve prostration 
and irritability as render healthy rest im- 
possible.—London Lancet.

Insomnia is rightly regarded as one of 
the marks of an overwrought or worried 
nervous system, and conversely we may 
take it that sound sleep lastmg for a 
reasonable period, say, from six to nine 
hours in the case of adults, is a fair test 
of nervous competence. 
Various acci- 
dental causes may temporarily interfere 
with sleep in the healthy; but still the 
rule holds good, and a normal brain re- 
veals its condition by obedience,to this 
daily rhythmic variation. 
Custom can 
do much to contract one's natural term of 
sleep, a fact of which we are constantly 
reminded in these days of high pressure; 
but the process is too artificial to be 
freely employed. 
Laborious days with 
scanty intervals of rest go far to secure 
all the needful conditions of insomnia. 
In allotting hours of sleep it is impossi- 
ble to adopt any maxim or uniform cus- 
tom. 
The due allowance varies with the 
indvidual. Age, constitution, sex,fatigue, 
exercise, each has its share of infiuencc. 
Y'oung persons and hard workers naturally 
need and should have more sleep than 
those who neither grow nor labor. 
Wo- 
men have by common consent been as- 
signed a longer period of rest than men, 
and this arrangement, in tho event of 
their doing hard work, is in strict accord 
with their generally lighter physical con- 
struction and recurrent infirmities. Abso- 
lute rule there is none, and it is of little 
moment to fix an exact average allowance 
provided tho recurreflpe qf sleep be regu- 
lar and its amount sufficient^ for the 
needs of a given person, so that fatiguo 
does not result in such nerve prostration 
and irritability as render healthy rest im- 
possible.—London Lancet»

HOUSE8. 


There is too great haste in occupying 


a house after its completion. In many 
places there is such demand for dwell- 
ings, and often business apartments, that 
as soon as finished they are occupied.

weather enter into consideration of the 
time necessary in which a buildinjr should 
become sufficientiy dry for occupancy. —

A POISONOUS PIIACTICE. 


If housekeepers everywhere would start 
and maintain a crusade against the sale 
of undrawn poultry in the markets or by 
farmers it would work a most wholesome 
hygienic reform, sajs Good Housekeeping, 
It is a vicious paactîce, an abuse, in fact, 
that people have endured as they have 
many other abuses, because there is no 
remedy except in concerted 
action 
or 
legislation. 
It is impossible to keep un- 
drawn poultry even a few hours without 
the beginning of putrefaction from the 
eiTect of the gases from the imdigested 
food in the *'crop" and intestines. 
The 
longer it is kept the more of the poison 
goes into the flesh, and, in the majority 
of cases, 
the poultry that reaches tlie 
kitchen from the market is actually unfit 
for food. 
Housekeepers could well af- 
ford to pay a lafger price to have the 
poultry dressed immediately upon being 
killed—they pay for much weight that 
is thrown away, as it is, beside having 
left a mass of poisoned flesh. It is urged 
that some people prefer the flavor of un- 
dressed poultry, but that fact only makes 
the matter more alarming, since it indi- 
cates that we are 
putrid meat.

CHICKEN TIE. 


There are many ways of making a 
chicken pie, but this is u good one: Cut 
up as for fricasse a pair of tender chick- 
ens weighing from six to eight pounds. 
Put them over the fire with a quarter of 
a pound of salt pork, cut in very thin 
strips, and add boiling water to scarcely 
covcr; simmer slowly until tender. 
Re- 
move all the nicer pieces, the breasts of 
which make four pieces from each chick- 
en, the first and second joints each cut 
into two. 
Leave the backs, the tips of 
the wings and the necks to simmer an- 
other hour, adding a minced onion and 
some parsley. 
Line a very large earthen 
pudding disli with good paste; lay in 
the pieces of chicken, strain over it the 
gravy, which you have thickened slight- 
ly, put on the top crust and bake until 
the crust is done. 
When taken from the 
oven pour in slowly some of the reserved 
gravj through the hole made in the top 
of the paste. 
Of course, all the larger 
bones are to be removed when the chick- 
en is laid in the paste, and each layer 
must be seasoned with salt, pepper and 
minced parsley. 
It is good either hot 
or cold, and the day after the dinner you 
will have chance to sample in the latter 
state.

Codfish—Soak in 
a pan 
water over night, and simmer two or 
three hours, or until well done. 
Serve 
with drawn butter, with hard boiled egg 
chopped fine and stirred in; also garnish 
tbe fish with slices of hard boiled egg 
laid on it or around the edge. 


Minced Veal—Take an earthen dish, 
and put in it a layer of breadcrumbs; 
over tliis place pieces of butter, then a 
layer of minced cold veal, with'salt and 
pepper, then more crumbs, butter, veal, 
salt and pepper. 
AVhen the dish is full, 
with a layer of crumbs for tho top, pour 
over it an egg, beaten well, and mixed in 
half a cup of milk. 
Bake until brown. 


Hashed Meat—Take the trimmings of 
cold boiled oi* roasted ham; chop fine 
and spread on delicate slices of toast, 
buttered, and place in the oven for about 
three minutes; beat up six eggs with half 
a cup of milk, put into a saucepan, add 
pepper, salt and two ounces of butter, 
and stir till it begins to thicken; remove 
from the fire, stir a little, then spread on 
the ham and serve. 


Fried Cliicken—Put equal quantities 
of butter and lard in a hot frying pan. 
If the chicken has been previously cooked 
it Avill need no more salt. 
Dredge in 
fiour, and fry it to a nice brown in eacli 
side. 
3Iake a dressing by putting two 
tablespoonfuls of flour into the hot fat 
and stirring until brown; then add one 
pint of sweet milk, salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Serve in a gravy boat, 


Saratoga Chips—Thinly peel and slice 
on a slaw cutter over a pan of cold water 
four large potatoes, using new wlien in 
season; salt the water and let stand while 
breakfast is preparing; take haudfuls of 
the potatoes at a time, drain and dry them 
on a aiapkin; separate the slices and drop 
ahandful at a time in boiling lard, with- 
out contact with each other; stir with a 
fork until a light brown or crisp, as de- 
sired; skim out, drain well and serve in 
un open disli.
